Showdown on 
Pensions Is 
Near in House 


WASHINGTON 
I/P) —The House 


held hopes for a showdown 
vote 


today on bigger pensions to vet- 
erans with a sponsor claiming that 
a toned-down version has a "good 
chance" for passage. 


The optimism came from 
Rep. 


W. J. Bryan Dorn (D-SC), sponsor 
of a proposal to trim the propos- 
ed monthly pension rate. His mea- 
sure, differing from one approved 
by the House Veterans Commit- 
tee, has the support of the Ameri- 
can Legion and the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars. 


Backers of still a third plan— 


the creation of Chairman Olin E. 
Teague 
(D-Tex), which provides 


mainly aid to disabled veterans—1 
conceded privately the odds were 
against them as the House braced 
for a decision on the politically 
hot legislation. 


But Teague indicated he 
may 


have a "surprise" which could in- 
fluence the 
fluid, 
election-year 


parliamentary situation. He would 
not specify in an interview what 
he had in mind.

of the Stalin era and (2) Iron-fist- 
'ed rule will not be tolerated for- 
ever unless it produces a string of 
victories. 


Dulles said there have been no 


recent victories.

speech by Soviet Communist Party 
Boss 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
has 


touched off a wave of discontent 
and dissatisfaction in the Commu- 
nist world. 


Dulles said this confronts inter- 


national Communism with an al- 
most impossible dilemma. 


Dulles cautioned, however, that 


the revolt against the way Josef 
Stalin controlled the Communist 
world .doesn't mean 
there won't 


continue to be an affinity between 
Moscow and other Communist par- 
ties. But he said the degre of con- 
trol has been 
greatly weakened 


and it will be difficult for Rus- 
sia's new leaders to regain this 
conrol unless free world loses its 
uity and vigor.
